Thursday that Nixon answer 
questions under oath at his 
California home within 10 
days. There was speculation, 
however, that Nixon might 
avoid making the deposition 
by withdrawing the affidavit 
he submitted in the case in 
June. 

Mortenson sai “at this mo- 
ment there is no intention” to 
withdraw tha ffidavit, which 
lawyers said would provide 
the basis for questioning hen 
the deposition is taken.
